ANNEXURE 

Guidelines for issue of Certificate of Entitlement 

1. Definit’on 

1.1 A ‘newspaper* shall mean any printed periodi¬ 
cal work containing public news or comments on pub¬ 
lic news as defined in the Press and Registration of 
Books Act, 1867, as amended from time to time. 

1.2 While ‘indigenous newsprint’ shall mean stan¬ 
dard newsprint produced by the domestic newsprint 
mills mentioned in Schedule-1 of the Newsprint Con¬ 
trol Order, 1962, as amended from time to time, the 
definition of imported newsprint shall be taken as 
provided in Chapter 48 of the Customs Tariff— 
1993-94. 

2. Eligibility 

2.1 Newsprint entitlement certificates shall be issu¬ 
ed by the Registrar of Newspapers for India, on sub¬ 
mission of a formal application complete in all res¬ 
pects, to such newspapers [periodicals as have been 
registered with the RNI in accordance with the rele¬ 
vant provisions of the Press & Registration of Books 
Act, 1867, as amended from time to time. 

2.2 A newspaper shall be eligible for newsprint if 
it has a regularity of 90%^Ja the case of daily, 
bi-weekly or tri-weekly Newspapers and 66-2 [3 per 
cent in case it has weekly or lower periodicity, save 
in such cases where the shortfall in regularity has ari¬ 
sen because of reasons beyond the control of the 
publisher viz, strikes, lock-outs, go-slow, power shor¬ 
tage or similar causes. 

2.3 The following categories of publications alth¬ 
ough these may be registered with the Registrar of 
Newspapers for India as newspapers, shall not be eli¬ 
gible for newsprint:— 

(i) Journals published primarily to promote sale 
of goods or services; 


(ii) House ournals magazine^ brought out by 

undertakings (firms (industrial concerns; 

(iii) Price lists, catalogues, Directories and Lot¬ 

tery news; 

(iv) Racing guides; and 

(v) Sex magazines 


3. Entitlement 

3.1 The basic entitlement of newsprint for the licen¬ 
sing year 1993-94 of a newspaper (periodical will be 
determined on the basis of its consumption of news¬ 
print and any other paper, average annual circulation, 
average number of publishing days and average page 
area published during the preceding year. 

3.2 In the case of those newspapers whose annual 
entitlement is determined by the Registrar of News¬ 
papers for India to be more than 200 MT standard 
newsprint, the newspapers shall be allowed to import 
standard newsprint on the condition that for every 
two metric tonnes of indigenously produced news¬ 
print purchased by them they wifi be entitled to im¬ 
port one metric tonne of standard newsprint. 

3.3 In the case of those newspapers whose annual 
entitlement is determined by RNI less than 200 MT, 
annual entitlement certificates shall be issued for im¬ 
port of standard newsprint specifying the maximum 
quantity that a newspaper is entitled to import in one 
or more instalments. 

3.4 All the editions of a newspaperjperiodical bear¬ 
ing the same title, having the same periodicity, pub¬ 
lished in the same language and owned by the same 
owner either published from the same place or from 
different places would be dubbed together and their 
category and entitlement of newsprint will be calcu¬ 
lated on the basis of performance particulars in res¬ 
pect of all the editions taken together. 

3.5 A newspaperjperiodical,whose circulation claim 
has been declared unestablished by the Registrar of 
Newspapers for India will not be eligible for news¬ 
print unless and until the circulation has been re¬ 
established for the same year or for a subsequent year 
irrespective of any change of the status of the news¬ 
paper. In case of a newspaper! periodical whose circu¬ 
lation has been assessed by the Registrar of Newspapers 
for India to be lower than the claimed circulation 
in the past, the entitlement will be worked out on 
the basis of the circulation as assessed by the Regis¬ 
trar of Newspapers for India. Such a newspaper! 
Periodical will continue to get newsprint at the asses¬ 
sed circulation and will not be eligible for revision 
of its entitlement during the licensing or a subsequent 
year till the claim of circufalion is accepted in full. 
In case a newspaperlperiodical is found to have given 
a false statement about its performance or circula¬ 
tion it shall render itself liable for being debarred 
from allocation of newsprint for a specific period 
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which may extend upto one year in the manner indi* 
cated below:—

3.6 (a) A newspaper which failed to apply or qua¬ 
lify for the allocation of newsorint during the pre¬ 
ceding year shall be considered as a fresh applicant 
and given only indigenous newsprint during 1993-94 
unless such failures has been for Reasons beyond the 
control of the publisher. 

3.6(h)=In case a newspaper [periodical changes its 
pariodkity, it will be treated as a fresh applicant and 
given only indigenous newsprint during 1993-94. 

3.6(c) A newspaper applying for allocation of 
newsprint for the first time will be entitled to get only 
indigenous newsprint from the date of receipt of its 
application in the office of the Registrar of News¬ 
paper for India complete in all respects. 

3:7 Only regular periodicals with multi-colour 
printing requirement shall be given annual entitle¬ 
ment certificate to import glazed newsprint during 
1993=-94. They may be allowed to import any quan- 
requirements as actual users. Frqgh 
applicants will' he considered by RNI on merit. - * 

3.8 The circulation of a newspaper shall be deter¬ 
mined by takinginto account : (a) the number of

3.9 If a flewspaoer[periodical establishment did not 
utilise "any portion of newsprint;, allotted to it during 
any previous year, the unutilised' quantity will be 
adjusted during the year 1993-94. 

3.10 Extra newsprint upto the imutsindicated be¬ 
low will be aSowed to newsoapers as wastage com¬ 
pensation:—

3.11 The basic annual entitletngnt of a newspaper 
for newsprint inclusive of wastage compensation for 
1993-94 will be worked out on the basis of 50 GSM. 
Actual release will be made after making proportio¬ 
nate adjustments as per the grammage of newsprint 
invovled. 

4. Procedure for submission of Applications : 

4. ] Applications for entitlement certificates for im- 
portlourchase from the scheduled indigenous news¬ 
print mills shall be made by the publisher of a news¬ 
paper and shall be addressed to the Registrar of 
Newspapers for India, West Bloek-8, Wing-2, R. K. 
Puram, New Delhi-110 066. 

4.2 In case of newspapers having mote than 200 
MT of annual entitlement of standard newsprint, the 
application should be accompanied by (a) the quar¬ 
terly returns indicating the quatnity of import and 
purchase from the scheduled indigenous newsprint 
mills during 1992-93 duly certified by a Chartered 
Accountant to the effect that 2 : 1 formula has been 
complied with and (b) a copy of the Annual State¬ 
ment for the calendar year as required to be submit¬ 
ted by each publisher under the PRB Act. 

4.3 In the case of the newspapers whose annual 
entitlement is upto 200 MT of standard newsprint 
applications should be accompanied by (a) Perfor¬ 
mance Particulars certificate for the preceding year 
(i.e. 1-4-1992 to 31-3-1993) duly certified by a Char¬ 
tered Accountant (where the average circulation is 
more than 2000 copies per publishing day) along with 
necessary documents indicating the consumption of 
newsprint etc. (b) a copy of the Annual Statement for 
the calendar year - 1992 as required to be submitted 
under PRB Act complete in all respects (c) specimen 
issues of the newspaper|periodical of different dates 
or otherwise as "required by the RNI and (d) the half 
yearly | annual returns indicating the quantity imported 
during 1992-93 duly certified- by a Chartered Ac¬ 
countant. 

4.4 Applications for glazed newsprint should be 
accompanied .by a copy of the Aimuat ^tatement as 
required to be submitted under PRB Act (b) Speci¬ 
men issues of different dates or otherwise as requir- 
ed. by RNI and (c) the Annual Return indicating the 
quantity of import made , during 1992-93. 

5. East Date 

5;l The last date, of receipt of* applications in the 
office of the RNI from regular newspapers for the 
issue of certificate of entitlement ior 1993-94 is 31st 
May, 1993. 

5.2 No application wifi be entertained after 28th 
February, 1994. 
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5.3 Applications received after the last dates men¬ 
tioned above are liable to be rejected. However, if 
the applicant gives valid reasons and the delay is not 
attributable to the applicant, RNI may consider each 
request on merit. 

6 . Revision 

6.1 A newspaper which secures the basic entitle¬ 
ment of a specified quantity of newsprint for 1993-94 
can apply once during the year for upward revision of 
the entitlement on the basis of increase in its circula¬ 
tion and number of pages, provided such an applica¬ 
tion is accompanied by performance certificate duly 
signed by a Chartered Accountant and covers a period 
of not less than 8 months as on 30th November, 1993. 
Such applications should reach the office of the Regis- 

ir of Newspapers for India along with the sample 

res of different dries by 31st Decembed, 1993.

.< 7 . t Returns 

w.l The newspapers having annual entitlement of 
m ^re than 200 MT of standard newsprint shall submit 
bait-yearly returns in respect of the purchase of 
indigenously produced newsprint and the quantity of 
standard newsprint imported to RNI in the prescribed 
form with a copy to DGFT (CCI&E) for the periods 
-ending 30th September, 1993 and 31st March, 1994 
Within 30 days of the close of the period concerned. 
The returns shall be certified to be true and correct 
by a Chartered Accountant. The returns should 
-clearly show that the purchase of indigenously pro¬ 
duced newsprint was not less than twice the quantity 
of Standard newsprint imported during the preceding 
six months. 

7.2 The newspapers with an annual entitlement less 
than 200 MT of standard newsprint shall submit the 
returns as mentioned in para 7.1 above on annual 
basis i.e. as on 31st March, 1994. 

7.3 ha the case of periodicals given entitlement 
certificate for the import of glazed newsprint, the 


returns mentioned in para 7.1 above shall be required 
to be submitted on annual basis i.e. as on 31st March, 
1994, giving details of the glazed newsprint imported 
and utilised. 

7.4 Without prejudice to any other action that may 
be taken, failure to submit tne returns in time or 
submission of false information or unauthorised use 
or disposal of imported newsprint shall disqualify the 
newspaper concerned for future entitlement certifi¬ 
cates. 

8 . Unauthorised use of Newsprint: 

8.1 No newspaper shall transfer newsprint to or 
receive from another newspaper. However, the Regis¬ 
trar of Newspapers for India, may, in his discretion 
allow such transfer of newsprint by one newspaper 
to another by way of loan for a period not exceeding 
three months provided the transferer and transferee 
give intimation to the RNI within 30 days thereof. 

8.2 Notwithstanding anything contained in para 
8.1 above, newsprint should not be sold, transferred 
or disposed of in any other manner by the newspapers 
except with the prior permission in writing of the RNI 
Unauthorised use or disposal of newsprint shall dis¬ 
qualify the newspapers concerned for future import 
entitlement certificates. 

8.3 A newspaper which suspends or ceases pub¬ 
lication shall submit to the Registrar of Newspapers 
for India Performance Particulars Certificate within 
a month of suspension cessation of its publication. It 
shall also* surrender the newsprint not utilised by if 
as per directions of Registrar of Newspapers for 
India. 

9. Exceptions : 

The Government of India in the Ministry of Infor¬ 
mation and Broadcasting may waive any of the 
requirements or relax any of these guidelines for good 
and sufficient reasons.
